DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules shall be called the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1989. 

(2) 7'hcsc hules shall eonre into force after three 
months from the date of publication. 

2. In tlie Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules 
(hcreinalter referred to as the said rule.s) in sub-rule 
(2) of rule 37A, for paragraph (a) to the Explanation, 
the following paragraphs shall be substituted, namely:- 

“(a) “Infant food” means any food which may be 
used for partial or total replacement of 
breast milk, commonly called breast milk 
substitute and includes infant milk food, in¬ 
fant formulae and any food suitable as a 
complement to breast milk, to meet the 
nutritional needs of the infant after 4 
months of age, commonly called “comple- 
nientatyi food”, “breast milk supplement” or 
“weaning food”. 

(aa) 'Infant’ means “a child not more than 12 
m'onths of age”. 

3. After rule 37A of the said rules, following shall 
be inserted, namely :— 

"37-B—Lafbcllin go infant foods : 

Restriction on use of words or pictures on labels of 

Infant foods : 

(1) “The package or the label of infant foods shall 
not have a picture of infant or picture of mother breast 
feeding infant or other forms of pictures or text which 
may idealise the use of infant foods. The terms 
“Humanised” or “Maternalised”, “Full Protein food”, 
“complete food” or ‘ Health food” shall not be used”.

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will uot provide adequate nutrients iiecdcil 
by your baby.

“Weaning food”—“Warning]Caution—-Careful 
and hygienic preparation as per directions 
given is most essential for good health of 
your baby";
